Four Features 
The society lists these “four 
features” as: A. Collection of an 
insurance 
premium 
from 
em­ 
ployes pay checks and using the 
present Social Security collection 
method; 
B. Establishment of a fund for 
medical care for the aged which 
cannot be used for anything else. 
The fund would be permitted to 
be invested 
in interest-bearing 
government bonds. 
C. Issuance of paid-up Blue 
Cross and Blue Shield-type insur­ 
ance policies by private firms to 
those who have paid into the fund, 
at age 65. 
D. Provide for the present aged 
population by helping them to 
purchase similar insurance poli­ 
cies in proportion to their need 
and ability to pay for the policies 
themselves. 
Four Objections 
The doctors’ four objections to 
the King-Anderson Bill, include: 
I. Doctors claim that tying the 
program to social security is fi­ 
nancially unsound, because they 
point out that the money collected 
for social security all these years 
has not been kept apart. The 


gin paying their hospital bills, 
even though they have not con­ 
tributed anything for medical care 
— and without regard to ability 
to pay. 
“The doctors are on record as 
favoring help for those who need 
help, but they oppose a law which 
forces the present working popu­ 
lation to pay for the medical care 
of the present aged population, 
whether they need it or not,” 
they say. 
4. The doctors claim that the 
Kerr-Mills Law, which is already 
passed, takes care of those who 
need help and that there is no 
need to rush into “ill-considered 
and unsound new legislation such 
as the King-Anderson Bill.” 
The Kerr-Mills Law was passed 
by Congress two years ago, and 
provides for 
federal funds to 
match state funds to provide medi­ 
cal care for those over 65 who 
need help. It provides for pay­ 
ment of hospital bills and certain 
other benefits for people over 65. 
However, persons are eligible 
under this law, “if they do not 
have children who are in a posi­ 
tion to help.” 


Dilworth already has pledged 
to take his campaign into all 67 
of the state’s counties before the 
November balloting. 
Scranton, who decided against 
resigning as congressman from 
the 10th District, is a newcomer 
to statewide campaigning. But 
against a veteran of the political 
wars like Dilworth, the neophyte 
from Lackawanna County will not 
be able to take it easy. 


During the primary campaign 
each ignored his opposition with­ 
in the party in favor of some 
long-range slugging, against each 
other. 


Scranton’s Margin Surprise 
Both are World War II veter 
ans, Dilworth as a Marine com 
ma rider and Scranton as a trans 
port pilot.
